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ISRAEL; Coalition Dissension 


I I Some ranking members of Israel's Demooratio Movement 

J-or Change^ the largest party in the government after Prime 
Minister Begin' s Likud, are pressing their leadership to pull 
the party out of the coalition because of Begin's hard line 
on peace negotiations , The dissidents do not claim to have 
the endorsement of a majority of the party's executive council, 
but they nevertheless remain optimistic that disillusionment 
with Begin's peace strategy will increase over the next ^few ^ 
months and gradually draw the party's leadership to their side.

1 Nearly half of the Democratic Movement's 15-member 
knesset delegation and a growing number of the party's rank- 
and-file are increasingly restless with Begin s_ foreign policy.

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I This present disaffection with government policy does 
not seem to be shared by Yadin or the Democratic Movement's 
other three cabinet ministers/ all of whom seem intent on hold- 
ing on to their portfolios and working from the inside to change 
government policies. Even Amnon Rubinstein, the former Shinui 
head and ostensible leader of this Democratic Movement group, 
does not now appear to favor withdrawal from the coalition. As 
his price for remaining in the party, Rubenstein recently de- 
manded and won a larger role in party councils. Since then, he 
has somewhat muted his earlier criticisms of Yadin and Begin. 
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Libya 

Libyan President Qadhafi has followed through on on 
of the iAb st controversial provisions of his economic reform 
program— limitations on private property holdings. A jew law 
published over the weekend prohibits Libyan citizens from own 
ing more than one home and declares that property held in con 
travention of the new law will automatically revert to the 

state. 
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An executive statute that spells out exceptions has 
not yet been published and may be tailored to defuse any sig- 
nificant opposition to the move. Qadhafi can easily ignore the 
small, politically impotent commercial establishment, which 
will be hardest hit by the new law. He is likely, however, to 
antagonize further upper- and middle-level Libyan officers, 
who over the past se veral years have invested in re al estate 
and rental markets. I 


Dominican Republic 


I I Dominican President Joaquin Balaguer , kicking off the 

final week of a tough reelection campaign, has apparently solidi- 
fied his military support by dumping his controversial running 
mate, Fernando Alvarez Bogaert. 


The candidacy of Alvarez, who is closely identified 
with one of the country's two principal military cliques, had 
seriously unsettled powerful officers of the rival faction. 
Balaguer has now turned to his incumbent vice president, Carlos 
Goico Morales, who is acceptable to most political and military 
groups. This should enable Balaguer 's supporters to close ranks 
and improve hi s chances in what promises to be a close election 
next Tuesday.
